President McKinley that Mr. Hobart was 
dying. At 9 o'clock Mr. Evans communi- 
cated again with the President notifying 
him of the Vice-President's death. 

The flags on the City Hall and other pub- 
Iie were half masted when the 
news of the Vice-President’s death became 
known. on many private buildings 
and dwellings were also hung at half mast. 

The bell on the City Hall was tolled at 
intervals during the fornoon. 

The Passaic County Court adjourned in 
token of respect to the dead Vice President. 

Althoug” Vice-VPresident’s death had 
been expected at any time there was still 
a faint hope up to the last among his per- 
sonal friends in Paterson that he would 
Survive for some time to come. These 
persons who had been neighbors and life 
long friends of the Vice-President were 
deeply affected over his death. 

Soon after the news of Mr. Hobart’s 
death Was sent over the wires, telegrams 
of condolence began to arrive at Carroll 
Hall.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The President has issued’ the following proclama- 
tion: 

Proclamation to the people of the United States. 

Garret Augustus Hobart. Vice-President of the United States died at his home 
in Paterson, N. J., at 8:30 o'clock this morning. In him the nation has lost one of 
its most illustrious citizens and one of its most faithful servants. His partici- 
pation in the business life and the law-making body of his native State was marked 
by unswerving fidelity and by a high order of talents and attainments; and his 
too brief career as Vice-President of the United States and President of the Senate 
exhibited the loftiest qualities of upright and sagacious statesmanship. In the 
world of affairs he had few equals among his contemporaries. His private charac- 
ter was gentle and noble. He will long be mourned by his friends man of 
singular purity and attractiveness whose sweetness of disposition won all hearts, 
while his elevated purposes, his unbending integrity and whole hearted devotion 
to the public good deserved and acquired universal] respect and esteem. 

In sorrowing testimony of the loss which has fallen upon the country.

Search for bodies was begun in the cel- 
lars under the Bamberger house and sta- 
ble, 919 Chouteau avenue, Tuesday after- 
noon, by a gang of laborers under the 
direction of the Police Department. 

The search was arranged for after com. 
munication among the various authorities 
interested in the Bamberger case. Circuit 
Attorney Eggers officially notified the po- 
lice, the Coroner and the Health Depart- 
ment of the facts indicating that evidence 
of crimes and the illegal disposition of 
bodies might be found in the Bamberger 
cellars. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff advised 
the Police Department -to make search. 
Chief Campbell replied that he had no 
money to pay for the labor. 

Dr. Starkloff promptly ordered a gang 
of laborers from the Poofhouse to report 
to the Chief of Police. The Police Depart- 
ment set the laborers to work. 

An immense crowd surrounded the Bam- 
berger house when the party arrived there. 
None of the curlous was permitted to 


enter the yard. The house has been under 
police guard since _ere night. An offi-

ESTCOURT, Natal, Nov. 20.—Gen. Joubert 
is reported to be moving from Ladysmith 
with a large force to attack Estcourt on 
the northwest and north simultaneously. 
He {s supposed to be bringing siege guns 
with him, , 

Still another commando is alvancing on 
the Moo! River, where the British are said 
to have had a skirmish to-day with sup- 
posed raiding parties. 

While invading Natal the Boers are trying 
hard to conciliate the Kaffirs. 


A report has been received officilalMy con- 
firming a rumor of the battle at Ladysmith, 
Nov. 9, in which, it is “asserted, that 300 
Boers were killed and 500 were taken pris- 
oners, the British losses being small in 
proportion. STUART. 


The above cable from the Post-Dispatch war cor- 
respondent at the front in Natal was allowed by 
the British censor to come through with little de- 
lay. 

The Mooi River, referred to, is a tributary of 
the Tugela, and crosses the railway at Wes-.on, 
about 30 miles southeast of Estcourt, and 45 nerth- 
west of Pietermaritzburg. This is the nearest the 
Boers have yet been to the capital of the colony. 

The commando is likely to be'the one headed 
by the famoue Gen. Schalkburgher. He marched 
from the Transvaal to Zululand, crossing that part 
of Natal practically ufopposed; and pushing on 
southward with the alleged Intention of attacking 
Pletermaritzburg. 

The British foree at Estcourt, cammanded by Col. 
Long, probably does not exceed 2000 men, incind- 
ing Colonial volunteers. It consists largely cf 
troops withdrawn hurriediy from Colenso when 
Gen. Wolfe-Murray found the Boer forces Invadiny 
Ladysmith seriously threatening his position. At 
Pietermaritzburg, the capital of the colony, atal 
the present military base In Natal, a force, sup- 
pesed to be fromm 8000 to 10,000 strong, is lreing 
assembled, ostensibly to march on Ladysmith to 
raise the Boer siege. This force is under com- 
mand of Gen. Slery. It is fin anticipation of such 
a movement, probably, that the Boers ar? conren- 
trating at Estcourt, 75 miles northwest of Pieter- 
maritzburg and 43 miles southeast of Ladysmith. 

But it is surmised in some quarters that Gen. 
Buller has ordered Gen. Clery to make 4 ‘Je-mon- 
stration in the direction of \adyamith, mostly as 
a fcint to keep Gen. Joubert there while tie main 
British ariny moves through the Free State to ust- 
tack the combined Boer armies in the rear. 

The Boers are now besieging Ladysmith and 
threatening Eetcourt, in British territery. on 
east of the two republics; Kimberly and Mafeking 
on the west. They have undisputed erway in 
Noethern Natal, in a large part of Northern Cupe 
Colony, throughout Bechuagaland on the west, aud 
in u large part of Rhodesia on the north.

Of course reliable dispatches corroborative 
of the above may have been censored or 
captured with the native runners. But 
these tales are so flattering to the British 
that they have a distinct flavor of being be- 
lated accounts from Kaffir sources of af- 
fairs previously reported. 

The dispatches from Ladysmith reporting 
that there is an ample suppiy of ammuni- 
tion there have seemingly set at rest a poln 
upon which there was much diversity o 
opinion. 

Apparently the British 
Ladysmith believes Gen, Joubert has gone 
South, leaving only a force sufficient to 
prevent the garrison from sallying out, and 
there is a dispostion in some quarters to 
think Gen. Joubert possibly initated the 
story with the object of inducin= Gen, 
White to make a serious attack or re ax hig 
precautions to rmit the.

He was sentenced to serve two 
years in the penitentiary at Jefferson City 
for a daring attempt to rob Judge Madiil 
of $5000 in the bank of the Union Trust Co. 
lie returned a free man. Moreover, he was 
pardoned and therevy restored to cltizen- 
ship by Gov, Stephens,

The object 
is not known. 

There is a magnetism about Mysterious 
“John Smith” that is as mysterious as his 
identity. He makes friends when he is un- 
der the ban of the law. Those who met 
him at Jefferson City forgot his striped 
suit and became at once interested in the 
silent man with quiet, steady gray eye. 
Among the visitors at the penitentiary in 
January, 1899, was Senator Mott. ¢ saw 
Mysterious “John Smith.” - He talked to 
him. ‘the conversation did not last five 
minutes, but from that day Senator Mott 
has been “John Smith's’’ friend. Senator 
Mott said Monday: 

“T first saw John Smith last January, 
when, with Senator (8chweickardt and Mx 
Brockmeyer, I visited the Penitentiary. 
Among the notable prisoners pointed out 
to us was this man. He was working in 
the shoe shop, and had, through mer.t, been 
appointed a foreman. This did not give him 
any special] privileges, however. He worked 
with the men and at night occupied nao 
better cell than his mates. For a faci, 
when his good conduct had been brought 
to the attenton of Warden Starke and a 
better cell was offered, John Smith sefused. 
He said: ‘A lighter and more conspicuous 
cell might lead to my true name being 
discovered. 1° will endure any punishment 
arther than permit the discovery. of my 
identity to bring sOrrow to my mother and 
sister.’ 

“That speech interested me in the youn 
man’s case. Finally I became convince 
that there was great good in one who 
would emiure punishment rather than re- 
veal his mother’s name. 

“| found out when ‘John Smith's’ term | 
Vould expire in November. This was 
through the workings of the three-fourths 
rule that enables a prisuner to reduce the 
time of his sentenea by good conduct. ‘John 
Smith’ had been a model prisoner and hence 
he served only 18 mnonths of his two-year 
sentence 

“Last week I got up a petition, asking 
Gov. Stephens to restore the voung man 
ive citizenship. This was signed by Judge 
Madill, Jesse MacDonald and myself. The 
answer to this petition was the pardon.”’ 

“But, Senator, if John S&mith’s identity Is 
not Known and his famiiy live in another 
State, as you assert, why restore his citi- 
zenship?”’ the reporter asked. ‘Could he not 
hereafter vote under his true name un- 
challenged?’ 

The Senator laughed. 
“Tuc We Want to make everything iegal, 
you know,” he said. 

The Post-lispatch correspondeut at Jef- 
ferson City asxed Gov. Stepnens Tuesday 
if it were possible to restore a man to citi- 
venship under an alias. He eaid: “I have 
nothing to say. The records will show for 
themselves.”’ 

The records show that only John Smith 
was restored to citizenship.

A shipment of guns and ammunition Was 
received at Belleville Monday. The presi- 
dent of a large St. Louis hardware house 
Says Unat besides this shipment it has an 
order tor other guns.

Co., St. Louis, said: “We are In the busi 
ness of selling guns, among other things. 
When we receive an order for guns, if tne 
person ordering them is reliabie, it is 
our business to inquire to what-use 
are to be put. There is ne law 
know of which prohibits shipments 
guns and ammunition to an individual who 
is not a dealer. We are doing that all the 
time. We have an order for guns “now 
which, if I were to take the trouble. to 
form conc!usions, | would suppose are fn- 
tended to be used to protect somebody.

OFFICE REMAINS VACANT. 


|The President Pro Tempore of the Sen- 
ate Will Preside Over That Body. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—By the death 
of Mr. Hobart, the office of Vice-President 
of tne United States betomes vacant for 
the rest of President MeKinley’s term, as 
the law provides no succession. A Presi- 
dent pryo tempore of the Senate will be 
elected by that body when Congress as- 
sembles, who will hold the office © until 
March, 191. By law, the succession to the 
Presidency of the United States in the 
event of vacancy, falls upon the Vice-Presi- 
dent and, in the event of the latter's death, 
to the Secretary of :State, the next in line 
being the Secretary’ of the Treasury, then 
the Secretary of War and down through 
the list of Cabinet officers in ovyder of 
precendence fixed by act of Congress when 
the death of Vice-President Hendricks dis- 
closed the necessity of such a provision. 

Senator William P. Frye of Maine is now 
president pro tempore of the Senate. He 
will call that body to order when it as- 
sembles on Dec. 4, and preside until a suc- 
cessor is chosen. That he will succeed him- 
self is generally conceded.

SEARCHING FOR BODIES. 


CONTINUED FROM PAGRH ONE. 
and Mary Holtcamp came to St. Louis. The 
body of the girl found on’ the bank of the 
Meramec River was exhumed soon after 
it was buried and was ientified by Ida's 
brother Albert who now lives at Luxem- 
burg. 

Mary Holtcamp’s parents received a let- 
ter soon after the burial of Mollie Jackson— 
said by witnesses to have been Mary Holt- 
camp—which the relatives say is a forg- 
ery, sent them to avert suspicion. 

Jewelry worn. by Ida Zimmermann and 
Lydia Bressert and given to the Bamberger 
nurses has been identified by relatives. 

The Post-Dispatch has ascertained that 
Ida Zimmermann, one of the supposed vic- 
tims of Mrs. Bamberger, came to St. Louis 
in February, 1896, and has not been heard 
from by relatives since that month. 

The girl's right name was Ida May Frank. 
She was the child of her mother’s second 
marriage. The family lived at Marine, I1)l. 

Ida’s brother Albert and her sister, 
Amelia, were children of their mother’s first 
marriage. Their name is Zimmermann. The 
mother of the children died years ago and 
Ilda lived with an aunt as did Amelia and 
Abbert. Ida came to be called Zimmermann 
and always went by that hame. 

She went to Springfield, IH., in October, 
1895, and worked in the family of Lou Car- 
penter, a railroad conductor, until Febru- 
ary. 189, when she jeft to come to St. Louls, 
Her sister had married Andrew Weber in 
the meantime and removed to Luxemburg, 
a hamlet in St. Louis County, less than a 
mile below the southern city limits. The 
brother Albert took up his abode with the 
married sister at Luxemburg. 

During the month of February Mrs. Web- 
er received a letter from Ida dated Spring- 
field. No word has been received from her 
since that time. 

As has been stated in the Post-Dispatch 
the witnesses before the grandjury declared 
that Ida Zimmermann died in the Bam- 
berger house March 3, 1896 ,and that the 
body was thrown into the Meramec River 
shortly after the death. 

The body was found March and 
Justice Crecelius of laixembureg, held an in- 
quest. The verdict was suicide. The body 
was buried on the river bank where it was 
found and a pine board was stuck in the 
grave to mark the spot where an unidenti- 
fied body was buried. 

This grave site is 10 miles from Luxem- 
burg. None of the Zimmermann relatives 
paid much altention to the finding of the 
body, until they read a description of the 
body. in St. Louls newspapers, 

Albert Zimmermann Was impressed with 
the idea that in some respects the descrip- 
tion of the unident.fied body tallied with 
his sister’s appearance. 

He eventualiy had jhe body exhumed. 
He identified it as the remains of his sis- 
ter by a mising tooth. After this identifi- 
cation the body was buried on the farm 
land of a friend of Albert Zimmermann,

CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—Members of the 
Democratic National Executive Committee 
held the final meeting of their session to- 
day to complete the routine work taken 
up yesterday and for further discussion of 
the informal outline of mans for the com- 
ing Presidential campaign. 

Senator Jones, chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, calied the meeting to or- 
der.

Chairman J. B. Johnson of the Ways and 
Means Committee showed that $175,000 had 
been subscribed and $147,000 collected for 
the campaign fund. 

Previous to the calling of the meeting the 
first button for the campaign of 1900 was 
passed around among the members, and the 
legend -enscribed thereon was favorably 
‘ommented on. The button, which was 
sent with the compliments of former Chair- 
man Harrity, bore the words: 

“No foreign alliance; no trusts: 
perialism for United States.’’ 

‘Mhat’s a good platform,”’ remarked Com- 
mitteeman Clayton of Alabama. “But it 
ought to have 16 to 1 on it also.’’ 

Col. John I. Martin, Sergeant-at-Arms 
of the Democratic National Committee, 
who is attending the meeting of the Exec- 
utive Committee, has been enthusiastically 
booming the World’s Fair to be held in St. 
Louis in 193 among the members of the 
committee, and has created a good dea! of 
interest in the Exposition. 

Later in the day the committee decided to 
eave the entire matter of the place and 
date of the National Committee meeting in 
the hands of Chairman Jones, who will is- 
sue the call. He refused to state when the 
meeting will be called, but some date in 
January is favored, with Washington as the 
place of meeting. Chairman Jones will 
leave Chicago for Washington to-morrow.

THE SUPREME COURT. 


CONTENTION OF THE BREWERS. 


Claim Made That the Law Is a Rev- 
enue Measure and Creates an 
Unconstitutional Tax. 


The heer inspection case was called for 
argument at 9 o’clock Tuesday morning in 
the Supreme Court, at Jefferson City. At- 
‘orneys Koehler and Reiss of St. Louis 
filed a separate brief for the brewers, 
after which the court announced that the 
morning session, three hours, would be 
given the attorneys in which to make their 
arguments, one and a half hours for each 
side. Attorney Kehr asked for more time, 
stati that this was a very important 
case, but the court refused to grant it. 

Atorney-Ge ‘neral Crow opened the argu- 
ments on be shalt of the State. he 
was followed by Judge Minkelnberg for 
the brewers; Assistant Attorney-General! 
Jeffries for the State; Kehr for the brew- 
ers; Judge Williams for the State. and 
le ~hman conciuded the arguments for the 
brewers. The case was then submitted 
to the -court and a decision ts expected 
about the middle of December. 

The main point argued by the counsel for 
the State is the legality of the law and 
that the brewers are seeking remedy 
through the wrong proceedings, which At- 
torney-General Crow contends should have 
ey by quo warranto instead of prohibi- 
ion 

The lawyers for the brewers’ assoctation 
contended that the law is invalid because 
ft is a revenue measure, and that the title 
to the act is defective in that it does not 
show thé purpose of the bill. Also that it 
discriminates in the taxation of beer con- 
Sumei in the State and does not tax beer 
manufactured and shippe d out of the State. 

Another point raised in the argument at- 
tacking Bisa constitutionality of the bill 
is that the law of Missour! provides that 
the tax for State revenue purposes shall 
Hot exceed 16 cents on the $100 valuation, 
while tax for that purpose under the beer 
inspection law would amount to $7.80 on 
the $100.

A GENUINE ROMAN WAR CHARIOT 


The Only One of Its Kind Known to Be In Existence. 


The chariot was used In antiquity for the 
battle, the chase, in public processions and 
in games. RB had two wheels and was 
drawn by two horses, and when one or two 

ses were added they ‘were attached to 
each side of the main pair by a side trace, 
fastened to the front of the chariot. 

These chariots have only come down to us 
in fragments, with the exception of the one 
in the Archaeological Museum of Florence, 
which is a unique example of a war chariot, 
the so-called “Biga di Frassino,”’ found by 
Rosseineo in a tomb at Thebes. 

It is certainly as old as the l4th century
